Mr. Brown's account of the upsetting of the 
cars is substantiated by several of the train- 
men and another passenger who stopped for 
afew moments at the Union Depot Hotel, 
but whose name could not be learned.

RESTS WITH CHILI 


Whether There Shall Be Peace or War 
With the United States. 


ARBITRATION SUGGESTED BY MINISTER 
PEDRO MONTT. 


| Meanwhitie Preparations for Hostilities Are 
Not Relaxed by the Washington Gov- 
ernment—Gherardi and Miles to Com- 

mand the Naval and Land Forces in 
the Event of War. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec, 28»~Whether or 
not there shall de war between the United 
States and Chili rests with the little Republic. 
There is not an official of the government 
here who does not believe she has forced us 
into a position from which it is impossible for 
us to recede and that war is simply inevita- 
ble unless Chili changes her tactics. So far 
as can de ascertained, none of Minister 
Egan’s latest advices lend any encourage- 
ment to the hope that she will do this. 

The opinion prevails that the denials of 
war preparation made by Secretary Tracy 
were for the purpose of evading the position 
that this government was carrying on a 
policy of bluster and endeavoring to frighten 
a weaker nation intoa confession of wrong 
doing. The truth 16, not only has the navy 
been made available in event of hostilities, 
but at activity has taken place in the 
army, and both departments are now ready 
to act in concert at a moments notice. 

GHERARDI‘AND MILES. 

It is stated to-day that Admiral Gn erardt 
instead of Admiral Walker will be placed in 
command of the naval forces. President 
Harrison is himself responsible for this 
change, and it cannot possibly be construed 
as any reflection on Admiral Walker, he de- 
ing the junior in rank. 

It has also deen pretty definitely settled 
that Gen. Miles will have command of the 
land forces in the event of war. The plans 
have already been made to promptly move 
10,000 troops. The men have been selected, 
the transports provided and all is ready to 
place this force on Ohilian soll as soon as war 
is formally declared. It is proposed to take 
these troops from the regular service. The 
Western forts which they will leave will be 
garrisoned by militia and volunteer fron- 
tiersmen. New York and other large centers 
where troops are not needed will also be 
drawn on. These troops as planned will 
leave the United States from several differ- 
ent points, Some will be embarked at San 
Francisco, others at Galveston, New Orleans, 
Key West and other Southern points. 

There is no question that the Administra- 
tion fully expects a refusal of Chili to comply 
with the demands for an apology and idem- 
nity and is ready to ask Congress for power 
to declare war, for which preparations have 
been and are still being made. 

Chill, feeling that she is in the right, is de- 
termined not to apologise, even at the can- 
non's mout is th | the 
. 

Minister Montt, tbe Chilian Minister here, 
has all along seriously doubted the intention 
of this Government to declate war in event 
of Chili’s refusalto accede to our demands. 
He bas, however, realized his mistake, and 
the result is that he has cabled to President 
Montt that the situation here is very se- 
rious, that this Government means fight and 
that the navy is rapidly being placed on a 
war footing. his in itself is startling news. 

PROPOSED ARBITRATION, 

Of course, a proposition toarbitrate would 
seriously interfere with all this. Minister 
Montt, who is an exceedingly cautious man 
and who knows the difficulties of advising 
the home Government, when it is not de 
eved there that this Government means 
war, bas at last suggested to President 
Montt the propriety and the advisability of 
asking this Government to lay all the facts in 
connection with the Baltimore case before a 
board of arbitration. There ts considerable 
doubt as to zust how this suggestion would 
be received. 8 

Not a line has come from Mr. Egan which 
indicates a more courteous spirit on the part 
of Chill than she showed at the beginning. 
The dispatches which have come within the 
last few days have indicated a very ugly 
feeling on the part of the peopleof Chill 
against the United States and that the men 
who talk the loudest against us seem to be 
the accepted advisers of the new Govern- 
ment. The newspaper press of Chill is also 
filled with bombastic threatstending to ex- 
cite the people againstthe Americans and 
giving no hint of any disposition to atone for 
the high-handed murder which sent the 
American sallors to their graves. If Chili in- 
tends to assume a more pacific tone, she has 
yet to give the first sign of any such purpose. 

If applicants for service in Chili are sincere 
in thelr request the Navy Department will 
have no difficulty in getting all the officers 
necessary. Volunteerg are bobbing up from 
all directions. Retired officers, officers of 
volunteers, of the naval reserve, officers now 
in the service and citizens who have never 
had any experience are volunteering in great 
numbers. One admiral, long since retired on 
account of age, has, it is said, made a formal 
request to be given command ofa fleet, and 
several others have applied for service in any 


capacity. *

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HANGED TO-DAY. 


Lem Jones Expiates His Awful Double 
*Crime. 
\ N 
IN A DRUNKEN FRENZY HE MURDERED 
HIS WIFE AND CHILD. 


His Speech From the Gallows—Excite- 
ment Over the Sims Lynchings Una- 
bated—Fears That More Trouble Will 
Follow—Chase After a Florida Assas- 
sin—Orime. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. B.- Tom Jones 
was hanged at Oliver Spring this morning at 
9:30 o’clock. Jones met his death for the 
murder of his wife and child, braining his 
child and splitting the woman’s head open on 
the night of June 2, 1890. Jones fied from 
the scene of his brutal. crime and, disguising 
himself, worked as a herdsman on a Texas 
ranch for three months, <An indignation 
meeting was held by the people of Cass 
County and a demand made on the Governor 
fora reward. The Governor offered $200 and 
the citizens $300 for his delivery. Pinkerton’s 
agencsé got on his track and captured him, 

The trial was a long one. He was sentenced 
for murder inthe first degree in two cases, 
secured another trial and received the same 
penalty. The Supreme Court affirmed 
the decision. The prisoner was shown 
unusual attention while in jail on ac- 
count of his prominence, he having been 
County Superintendent of Schools. Every 
effort was made to have a respite granted, 
but the crime was such a heinous one that 
the Governor refused to favor him, 

The prisoner spent the night restlessly 
until the last death-watch, when he dropped 
into a nervous sleep and would have slept 
over the time of his execution had he not 
been waked. At 7:30 o’clock one of the 
guards woke him and he rose, bathed and 
ate a slight breakfast. His pastor, Dr. 
Hines, was admitted and the two prayed, 
sang and read the Bible together. At 9 
o’clock the prisoner called for a glass of 
whisky and a cigar, which were given him. 

At 9:45 Sheriff Willlamsand Deputies Hard 
and Sims stepped frofh the jailinto the rear 
yard with the prisoner and the preacher. 
Fifty feet behind the jail in plain view of 
the prisoner, the scaffold had been erected. 


Sadie Allen, who was a fellow- prisoner with 
him, called out: Good- bye, old man. 
And he replied: ‘‘Good-bye, Sallie. Meet me 
in heaven. 

At 9:80 exactly Jones mounted the scaffold 
and his hands and feet were tied together be- 
fore the black cap was adjusted. He asked 
to make a talk to the sixteen people gathered 
about. He.said he had killed his wife and child 
while under the passion of drink and hoped 
to be forgiven. That if he had to live longer 
life would be a burden, as the ghost of his 
dead family would rise np before him. 


The cap was acinaied and he mounted the 
trap at 9:00 an @ needle was sprung. 


Death resulted intwelve minutes. 

He was cut down at that time and will be 
buried by the county by the side of his dead 
wife and children. 

Lem Jones wasamanof prominence, and 
his crime was a nine-day horror. For 
some days previous to the murder de 
had been in his cups and drinking 
unusually heavy. Going home one nicht 
about 10 o’clock he found his wife and 
child waiting for him. This exasper- 
ated him, when he began to abuse the 
two. When the wife cried for mercy it seemed 
to exasperate him the more, and seizing an 
ax which had accidentally been brought in 
the house he murdered them both and fled. 
Two days later the child was found lying 
across its mother’s breast.

Recruiting for Garza Actively Carried 
On in Texas. 


SOME OF HIS REINFORCEMENTS RN 
CAMPED NEAR BROWNSVILLE. 


United States Forces Inadequate to Prop- 
erly Guard the Rio Grande—Capt. Har- 
die’s Hot Chase After an Insurgent 
Band—International Phases of the Up- 
rising—The Latest Developments. 


BROWNSVILLE, 1ex., Dec. 28.—It is reported 
that a party ot armed men are camped near 
Tampaques Ranch, on the dividing tine of 
Cimaron and Hidalgo counties. They are 
under the command of Francis Arredando, a 
deserter fromthe Mexican army, and it is 
supposed they intend joining the Garza out- 
laws. Alamo, the Mexican who committed 
two murders on Padre Isiand, Tex., and who 
was arrested by the Mexican authorities, and 
was being held pending the issue of extradi- 
tion papers, escaped with five others from 
the Matamoras Jalil last night and crossed the 
river to Texas to join Arfédafido’s bank. 
Garza’s men are reported to be in hiding in 
the chaparrel. 

It is not denied that active recruiting is be- 
ing done onthe American side for the insur- 
gent movement. The United States has long 
been the asylum for political refugees and 
other discontented Mexicans, and they are 
not slow in seizing this opportunity to take 
up arms against the Mexicah Government, 
There are now in Texas, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona — 441 ——— of these refugees, and 
they may expected to do all in their power 
to aid the rebel chief. 


The military authorities here realize that 
the 700 United states troops are insufficient to 
aad . ard 1,000 miles ofthe Rio Grande 
rder in time of pede not to speak of the 
resent turbulent times. There is a large 
orce of troops at the post here, but they will 
not ve ordered out unless their presence on 
the scene of the trouble becomes absolutely 
necessary.

FLAMES ON SHIPBOARD. 


Wild Panic Created By Fire On a Sound 
Steamer. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dec. 28.—The steamer 
City of Bridgeport left New York Saturday at 
8o’clock as usual, her 60 passengers little 
realizing the thrilling experience they were 
to undergo. Nothing extraordinary happened 
on the trip until the boat reached a point off 
Norwalk. It was then the passengers discov- 
ered flames bursting from the women’s 
cabins. In a second the wildest excitement 
prevailed, The passengers, mostly women 
and children returning from a shopping tour 


in New York, were panic stricken. There 
was a rush for the life preservers and women 
fainted. Many ofthe men on board lost their 
presence of mind and thought only of them- 
selves, some securing life preservers while 
helpless women and children had none. The 
unsuccessful. in 


officers on the boat were 
their efforts to restrain the passengers. The 
crew was ordered to the pumps, but 
the latter could not be made to 
work for several minutes. In the 
meanwhile the flames, which started at the 
bottom of the smokestack, gained consider- 
able headway. The captain ordered the pilot 
to head for the Connecticut shore and to keep 
within three minutes’ run of land and the 
engineer to proceed at full steam. The erew 
worked at the pumps for half an hour and 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames. The 
passengers could not be prevailed upon to re- 
move the life preservers fastened about their 
bodies until the boat reached hér wharf in 
this city, when the flames burst out again but 
were extinguished, As quickly as possibile 
the passengers were landed. Many of the 
women had to be transferred in carriages to 
their homes, suffering with hysteria. The 
passengers say they thought their last hours 
had come,

saved the boat from destruction and the pas- 
sengers from a horriWje death. The pipe 
about the smokestack had fallen from its 
place and the overheat chimney connected 
with the woodwork, which was fanned into a 
blaze. The damage to the steamer will not 
exceed $1,000.

The damage 
was repaired and the steamer was moved to 
her wharf in this city,

EXTRA SESSION DANGERS. 

Many years ago a Missouri Democratic 
editor said that James O. BROADEEAD 
was doubtless an able statesman and a pro- 
found lawyer, but it was his misfortune 
16 receive his thoughts by mail the day 
atter, and it is probable that this legal 
adviser of Gov. Francis will find some 
time next summer that the real scope of 
the opinion desired was not as to redistrict- 
ing the State, but how to restrict the Leg- 
islature when called together to that sub- 
ject alone. 

The whole question of redistricting the 
State is settled by the one fact which every 
one admits, that the right of the Governor 
to call the Legislature in special session is 
unquestioned and unquestionable, as is 
the right and power of the Legislature 
when so convened, to redistrict the State. 
Equally unquestioned is the Governor's 
power to restrict, by the terms of his call, 
the Legislature to that one subject. 

But does he dare do that? With the 
Legislature in session, the Jefferson Bar- 
racks question will be a burning issue. 
The people will not tamely submit to in- 
action that will deprive them of the es- 
tablishment of a large military post. Yet 
if the doors are opened for a measure 
which while of interest and moment to the 
whole State is yet more particularly a St. 
Louis measure, how can he hold back mat- 
ters of interest to St. Joseph, Kansas City 
or other parts of the State? Andif local 
interests are to be subserved, how can he 
refuse to serve the general interest by al- 
lowing proper legislation to perfect rail- 
road laws? And above all things how shall 
he satisfy the doctors? 

Last winter the Governor lobbied against 
and defeated the bill presented by phy- 
sicians known as the three-year term. Since 
the Legislature adjourned the Governor has 
found that family physicians, especially 
the country doctors, have a masterful in- 
fluence, and he has been down on his 
knees apologizing and promising to aid in 
enacting a law that shall require students 
of medicine to be educated before they are 
licensed. How then can the Governor 
avoid mentioning this matter in his mes- 
sage to the General Assembly, and then 
how can he avoid opening the doors to 
general legislation—giving to the General 
Assembly as wide a sweep as if in regular 
session. 

Just here is the rub. 

What must not the General Assembly 
do? It was with difficulty an investiga- 
tion of the Noland defalcation was pre- 
vented last year, but as in the Legislature | $e 
there were many aspirants for State offices, 
they were adroitly led from the scent by 
promised of future promotion.

How 
would Attorney-General Woop answer 
when called upon to explain why he had 
not prosecuted the banks which failed to 
make reports to the Governor and thus ob- 
tain for the public school fund a large sum 
of money?

Ex-Sewer Commissioner McMath Makes 
a Point the Contract Shows to 3, 
Well Taken—Supt. Lohrum Before the 
Mayor in a New Roll—The House an. 
the Boulevards. 


Ex-Sewer Commissioner R. E. McMath Says 
the threat of the Municipal Electric Lightiy 3 
Co. to forfeit its contract and take its plant 
away from St. Louis is all bosh. 

The former sewer Commissioner 18 now a 
very dusy civil engineer in St. Louis, but ne 
has Carefully watched the efforts made b 
the lighting company to get rid of tts yn. 
profitable contract. When the city made tho 
bargain with the company, Commissioner 
MecMath, President Henry Fiad of the Board 
of Public Improvements and Water Commis. 
sioner M. L. Holman were appointed a com. 
| mittee to go to Topeka, which owns its own 
contract, and see what the cost of lighting a 
city was, The committee came back and 
prepared the contract, Which was ratified by 
ordinance. 

THE CITY'S ADVANTAGE. 

A glance at the contract will show any- 
body., said Mr. McMath to-day, that the 
company can’t do what it threatens to do, 
unless the city relinquishes voluntarily 
some of the rights it has acquired under the 
contract. In that it is very plainly stated 
that whenever the city sees that the contract 
is being violated, or that the company ts not 
trying to carry it out, the plant of the com. 
pany shall be seized by the city and managed 
until the ten years expires for the company. 
In other words, if the company should refuse 
to carry out its contract, the contract gives 
the city the right totake the plant and exe- 
cute the agreement for the company. 

**Would it pay the city to doits own light- 
ing?’’ 

Wo found that it cost Topeka only about 
a lamp to gut the city. St. Louls could 
operate itsown lighting plant as well as it 
does its own water works. The whole light- 
ing business is, in its nature, a monopoly, 
and the several compantes in the business 
will after awhile consolidate, The city man- 
ages its own water works and supplies pri- 
vate consumers to such an extent that it 
gets its own water free. Thereis no reason 
why it could not do the same thing with the 
electric light.’’ 

The Water Commissioner said he believed 
Mr. McMath was right in his statement that 
the electric company could not forfeit its 
contract without laying itself Mable to a 
seizure of the whole plant by the city. 

MAY TAKE THE PLANT. 

The contract itself was found in Electric. 
light Superintendent A. J. O’Rellly’s office. 
It is perfectly clear on that point. It says 
Plainly that whenever the company shal! 
show unmistakably that it does not intend to 
carry out the terms of the contract to its 
termination, the city, through the Board 
of Public’ Improvements, shall at 
once enter nto possession of 
the property and operate it, paying all ex- 
penses out of the pay ofthe egg orn If the 
expenses are more than the receipts, the 
company shall pe the difference, and if less, 
receive the difference.

The war on the Guttenburg track is decom- 
ing very hot. Most of the New York papers 
have taken it up, and the course nds few de- 
fenders.

Below is what the Spirit of the 
Times Says editorially on the subject: 

**Racing will of course goon at Gutten- 
burg as heretofore, but witha diffrence, for 
by Jan. 1 there will have been an exodus from 
within its gates of such jockeys as Taral, 
George Taylor, etc., and horses Uke Volan- 
teer II., Tringle, etc., and most important 
of all, of such trainers and‘owner trainers 
as feel that their future Inthe professien is 
not bounded by the narrow limit of over. 
night purse races. The effect will be to 
Classify racing, and now isthe time that the 
various classes of men concerned have to 
make up their minds on their future line of 

conduct. On one side there will be arranged 
the rich stakes, liberal purses. and 
honorable surroundings of the firet- 
class race course;on the other, the year 
round, dull routine of racing for compara- 
tively small money, soas toeke out an ex- 
istence. And a point of great importance 
must be mentioned here—that while hitherto 
it has proved possibile for Guttenburg to open- 
ly defy the law of the State of New Jersey, no 
one can believe that this gross outrage of 
justice will be allowed to continue Indefinite. 
ly. Should racing be placed under the fitting 
legal restrictions which must accompany its 
protection at the hands of the law, the main 
standby of such as determine to cast in their 
lot with the associations outside the pale will 
have disappeared and then, indeed, will ‘the 
winter of their discontent’ begin. 

„The action taken, it must be remembered, 
is not merely on behalf of any one associa- 
tion, but for the general interests of all the 
race courses represented in the Board of 
Control. These four racing associations rep- 
resentan investment of nearly $5,000,000, a 
vast sum, the mere weight of which ts bound 
to tell. Any comparison of the present 
action with the futile attempt made some 

years ago to debar such horses as had raced 
at the ‘half-mile’ tracks is absurd, inasmuch 
as at that time there was none of the har- 
mony of action between the leading Associa- 
tions which had resulted from the formation 
of the Board of Control. In addition, the in- 
crease in the number of horses in training in 
stables whose owners would never entertain 
the idea of racing at other than first-class 
race courses has been phenomenai. It 
must not be forgotten, too, that the 
withdrawal of the dest joekeys and 
trainers and many of the best horses Will 
work disaster tothe prestige of the winter 
tracks. The public will not take the same in- 
terest nor accord the same support to winter 
racing if it is reduced to something more 
nearly approaching the very low standard of 
some three or four years ago,and without the 
cordial support of the public the backbone 
which enables the winter tracks to flourish 
would speedily weaken. The tact of the mat- 
ter is that racing in New Jersey must be re- 
stricted, and itis probable that the present 
movement will have an important effect in 
that direction. Should it, however, prove 
that Its effect is not so marked as one may ex- 
pect, there are other measures which may be 
adopted which would surely strike a mortal 
blow at the conducting ofa successful meet- 
ing during the winter months within the 
State. 
STARTER CALDWELL’S PREDICAMENT, 

The contest which has just begun between 
the Board of Control, which has unlimited 
authority over the Eastern race tracks, and 
the Guttenburg authorities has called atten 
tion to the fact that Starter Caldwell, who bas 
been officiating at the Jersey track, will ‘ 
have to continue to do so, notwithstanding | 
the strict orders of the Board of Control that 
all jockeys, race-horse owners, scale clerks, 
timers, startersand other race track offic- 
ials will have to withdraw or 
be ruled off the big tracks, 
This order of course includes Caldwell, who 
js regarded as the King of Starters“ in the 
East, and hasa complete n of * 
dusthess on all the big tracks t 15 
claimed that he entered into an iron tea 
contract with the Guttenburg management 
last fall, under which he agreed to do the 
starting for them until April.

And a point of great importance 
must be mentioned here—that while hitherto 
it has proved possible for Guttenburg to open- 
ly defy the law of the State of New Jersey, no 
omnecan believe that this gross outrage of 
justice will be allowed to continue indefinite - 
ly. Should racing be placed under the fitting 
legal restrictions which must accompany its 
protection at the hands of the law, the main 
standby of such as determine to cast in their 
lot with the associations outside the pale will 
have disappeared and then, indeed, will ‘the 
winter of their discontent’ begin. 

Ihe action taken, it must be remembered, 
is not merely on behalf of any one a@ssocia- 
tion, but for the general interests of all the 
race courses represented in the Board of 
Control. These four racing associations rep- 
resentan investment of nearly $5,000,000, a 
vast sum, the mere weight of which is bound 
to tell. Any comparison of the present 
action with the futile attempt made some 
years ago to debar such horses as had raced 
at the ‘half-mile’ tracks is absurd, inasmuth 
as at that time there was none of the har- 
mony of action between the leading associa- 
tions which had resulted from the formation 
of the Board of Control. In addition, the n- 
crease in the number of horses in training ia 
stables whose owners would never entertain 
the idea of racing at other than O&rst-class 
race courses has deen phenomenai. It 
must not be forgotten, too, that the 
withdrawel of the dest jockeys and 
trainers and many of the best horses Wil 
work disaster tothe prestige of the winter 
tracks. The public wili not take the same in- 
terest nor accord the same support to winter 
racing if it ts reduced to something more 
nearly approaching the very iow standard of 
some three or four years ago,and without the 
cordial support of the public the backbone 
which enables the winter tracks to fourish 
would speedily weaken. The tact of the mat- 
ter is that racing tn New Jersey must de re- 
stricted, and it is probable that the present 
movement will have an important effect in 
that direction. Should it, however, prove 
that Its effect is pot so marked as one may ex- 
pect, there are other measures which may be 
adopted which would surely strike a mortal 
blow at the conducting ofa successful meet - 
me during the winter months within the 
State.

Third—Contests shall de decided entirely 
on scientific points. The questiog of strength, 
endurance abd condition shall not be con- 
sidered. 

Fourth—Contests shall consist of two four- 
minute rounds, with an interval of one min- 
ute for rest. 

Fifth—if in the opinion of the referee a 
competitor shows a disposition to slug or in- 
jure his opponent, he shall caution him. If 
after two cautions the offense is repeated the 
referee shall disqualify the offender. 

Sixth—if during the contest a mone ac- 
cident shall happen the decision sh be 
given on the points made previous tothe 
accident, unless in the opinion of the jud 2 
or one judge and the referee, the disabling 
was caused deliberately. in which case the
